The Longest Bridge in the World. 

The land of Celestials still boasts of 
the most wonderful bridge in the 
world, and this, according to travelers, 
is the bridge of Legang, over an arm 
of the sea in China. It 1s built ina 
similar way as tbe bridges of Babylon, 
but entirely of stonc. 

Its length is said to be 26,000 Paris | 
feet, and comprises 8,000 arches, or nn 
rather openings of pillars. These are 
not over with arches, but there 
are p above them large slabs of 
—— which form the roadway, 70 feet 


The distance of the pillars is nearly 
74%½ feet, the? latter being 70 feet 
high and 15 feet broad, and strength. 
ened with stone facings of the form of 
triangular prisms, which extend over 
the whole hetyht “of the-pillars up to 
the transversed slabs. The latter "(of 
course more than 70 feet long) ex- 
tend in breadth to 15 feet, and have 9 
feet in thickness. The parapet is a 
balustrade, and every pillar supports a 
pedestal on which a lion, 21 feet long, 
and made of one block of marble, is 
placed.

SAFETY IN RAILWAY CARS. 

When the train went through the 
bridge at Ashtabula, Northern Ohio, a 
few years ago, the wrecked cars took 
fire, and many of the passengers were 
burned beyond all recognition. In 
more than one instance not so much 
as a vestige of clothing was found, 2 
ring, or a bit of metal of any kind. 
There was not only an extinction of 
life, but of all evidence that some on 
thut fatal train had ever gone down 
there. The coal stoves and the coal! 
oil lamps had made the burning of the 
wreck certain. In the disaster at Te- 
hachapi, the greatest loss of life re 
sulted from the burning of the cars. 
It was the old story, says the San 
Francisco Bulletia—coal stoves and 
coal oil lamps. Both of these should 
be excluded from every car used for 
the transportation of passengers. 

It is not a difficult matter to warm 
any train by hot water or steam—cer- 
taialy not so difficult a mat ter as it 
was originally to apply the Wester 
house air brake. The hot water and 
steam for p'pes would be readily sup- 
plied by any locomotiye. Then, every 
coal oil lamp which breaks in a car 
furnishes the certain means of a con- 
flagration. It is only necessary that 
the oil should be poured over the 
seats and bedding of a sleeping car to 
have the flames burst out immediately. 
The truth is, every car furnished with 
coal stoves and coal oil lamps carries 
everything necessary for a holocaust, 
either in the mountains or elsewhere, 
if a collision or derailment occurs. As 
to the best method of lightiog, that 
may be an open question. But it is 
certain that coal oil lamps are not the 
best method. 

Even the use of good pound“ can- 
dies with extra large wicks would be 
afar better méthod. It is probable, 
too, that with the improved methods 
of lighting by electricity every loco- 
motive might generate enough, by the 
way, for all lighting purposes, or it 
might be stored up and used, as it is 
now in some of the incandescent 
lamps. It is certain that safer means 
of warmiog and lighting cars must be 
adopted. The coal stuve and the coal 
oil lamp must be kept out of the cars. 
It is not an unreasonable requirement. 
It is bus reasonable to suppose that 
railroad companies who foot lage 
bills of damayes for accidents will not 
be slow to adopt any improvement 
which lessens the danger of railway 
traveling. The Westerhouse brake 
and the telegraph are two of the great 
mprovements which have probably 
saved thonsands of lives. Substi- 
tutes for coal stoves and coal oil lamps 
will probably save other lives.

HOW ro TAX MANES. 


Some months ago we threw out the 
suggestion that it might be well to 
repeal the article in the Constitution 
taxing the net proceeds of mines, and 
taxing the mines themselves as real 
estate. Some discussion ensued and 
we found that the more the matter 
was opened the more important it 
became. The debate at the time of 
the adoption of the Constitution was 
very decided in favay of fostering the 
mining interests, and it was believed 
that it would be beneficial to allow all 
mines to go free except such as were 
producing a revenue. This generous 
theory is not found to work well in 
practice, for several reasons. One is 
that when a mine pays well its owners 
have plenty of money to use to fight 
the Tax Collector, and it has often been 
used in that way. The most serious 
object, however, is in the fact that 
instead of stimulating development it 
actually fosters the opposite spirit. 
There are thousands of mines in Ne 
vada owned by parties in distant 
States and Europe who do no work at 
all on them. They simply lie there 
waiting for some poor man to 
hunt up a i bonanza in 
their neighborhood, when they will 
sell out at good figures. In an able 
speech by Mr. Bell, published last 
Saturdey, it was shown that out of 
over 3,000 mines in Nevada that are 
patented not 50 are being worked. He 
said the last work that had been done 
on them was for the purpose of ob- 


aining patents. There they lie, year 


: 


after year, unworked, paying no taxes, 
the stakes rotting down, until finally 
all trace of them is lost, and if a poor 
man wants to prospect in their neigh- 
borhood he must take out surveyors 
and hunt up the old lines. Patents 
are sure to cover the main croppings 
in every case, so anyone outside has 
to scrape arouud on the leavings. If 
these mines were taxed it would soon 
stir up the owners. They would 
either open them up, sell them cheap 
or abandon them, either of which 
would be good for Nevada. 


The Salt Lake Herald says: An- 
other broad gauge railroad is projected 
between Denver and San Francisco, 
It is to be known as the Denver, Vo- 
semite & Pacific Railway, and the 
proposed line is to enter Utah at or 
near Salina, aod make its exit some- 
where on the western line of that 
county. Surveyors sre already ia the 
field, and the company, which is 
mainly composed of some heavy East- 
ern capitalists, talk of a speedy con- 
struction. It is their intention to tap 
the most important mining camps of 
Southern Utah and Southeastern Ne- 
vada, as near as cao be done without 
too great a divergence from their route.

The Insane Mother Whe Butch- 
ered Her Three Children---A 
Morrible Recital. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 23. 


The name of the Bohemian weman 
who butchered her three young chil- 
dren is not Zimbrick, but Zempirek, 
wife of a machinist, 23 years old, 
married five year-, and came here a 
little over two years ago. The chil- 
dren were all three girls, four years, 
20 months and four months old, re- 
spectively. The dingy apartment 
where the deed was committed was a 
terrible sight. Oo alow bed and on 
scanty, dirty bed-clothes, lay the pros 
trate forms of the three girls, a 


ghastly group of little bodies, nude 
and cut up io a most frightful mav- 
ner. The oldest child had a large 
number of gashes all over her little 
body. The arms of the second had 
been cut off near the shoulders, with 
the lower extremities hanging by thin 
shreds of flesh, and the body was com- 
pletely disemboweled. The mall body 
of a baby was cut into six pieces, the 
head and extremities beiug completely 
severed from the trunk. Near the foot 
of the bed a yonng woman, partiallr 
dressed, with disheveled hair, crouched 
on the floor, held down by two strong 
men. Upon the table were the remains 
of a frugal breakfast, and carelessly 
thrust among cups and saucers lay an 
ugly looking butcher koaife with 
blood drippiog from its blade, 
und also a large cooper’s knife 
with the handles also smeared with 
blood, the woman had been caught in 
the act of hanging herself to the knob 
of a door. Blood dripped from the 
bed on the uncarpeted floor, forming 
a large pool. The whole surround. 
ings were exceedingly squalid. The 
young woman held down was the 
murderess. Her bands were smeared 
with blood and the front of ber dress 
dyed in gore. Asmile played about 
ber mouth and her whole appearance 
was that of an insane person. She is» 
fair haired person and her features are 
not bad. When placed before the 
fire at the police station she told her 
story in broken German, and said the 
children cried but little, as she madr 
quick work ofthe butchery. She smil 

ed as she pronounced the last words. 
The woman used a draw-shave and 
two small carving knives. With the 
former she severed ‘the children's 
bodies and with tie latter she stabbed 
and disemboweled them. While the 
bodies were shockingly mutilated, the 
heads were untouched. When asked 
what caused her to do the fearful deed 
she replied, I read it in the book.’ 
Her insanity is of a religious form. 
She thinks she made a great sacrifice. 
She kept smoothing back her hair 
with bloody hands, looked at the 
crimson stains and smiled. Her eyes 
had a wild look, The sight was so 
terrible that the officers turned away 
sick at heart.

grade the train could not have stood a 
moment if left unbraked, and that, 
furthermore, the engines and air- 
brakes coula not have been disconnect- 
ed unless the train had been held by 
the hand brakes to ease the strain.

It is known that 
when the train drew into the station 
two men were seen there who were 
subsequently found dead in the wreck 
and who are as yet unidentified.

LASSEN. 


A Few Facts About Our Mountain 
Neighbors. 
Lassen county is one of the northern 
group of counties of our neighboring 
State, and is less known than it de- 
serves to be. It lies on the eastern 
slope of the Sierras, and formed, up to 
1864, parts of the counties of Shasta 
and Plumas. Since then it has had a 
separate county organization, with 
Susanville as the county seat. Lassen 


county contains 4,850 square miles of 
territory, of which over 1,000,000 
acres are susceptible of cultivation. 
It contains several large valleys, of 
which that surrounding Honey lake ie 
the best settled. In fact, the northern 
section of the county is undeveloped, 
Honey lake is a body of pure water, 
45 miles long by 15 broad, but of no 
great depth. Itis supplied by small 
springs «and snow streams, and 
its banks are frioged with heavy 
timber. Eagle Lake is another con- 
siderable body of water in Lassen 
county. It contains 116 square miles 
and is of great depth. The average 
altitude of the valleys in this county 
is about 4,000 feet; the ranges attain 
a h:ght of 8,000. The timber belt of 
the Sierra extends into Lassen county 
for several miles. Outside this belt 
are juniper and mahogany. The soil 
is a rich volcanic deposit, very fertile 
where water can be got upon it. The 
great want of the county is irrigation. 
The vast expanse of sagebrush coustry 
which Lassen contains has been a bar 
to rapid settlement, the pioneers de— 
voting themselves chiefly to raising 
cattle. Where water was available 
rich returns were had by cultivating 
the ground. No better root crops, 
fruit, bay or cereals are raised any+ 
where than in Lassen county. |
